Fertilizer Alone On 


Poor Soils May 


Disappoint 


Judging from interest shown by 
Scott County farm ers there will 
be an incresae in the am ount of 
fertilizer used this year, accord­ 
ing to County Agent Lane. 
The use of commercial fertilizer 
on corn may lead to disappoint­ 
m ent if it is put on land where 
only the unproductive subsoil re­ 
mains, or w here the hum an con­ 
tent of the soil is so low that all 
the m oisture runs off and none is 
stored lo r the growing crop. 
On 
m any of these soils some 
other 
practices m ust be put into opera­ 
tion before fertilizer will be reg­ 
ularly profitable. 
Before the most profitable and 
consistent response can be obtain­ 
ed from fertilizer on thin soils, it 
will be necessary to lime 
and 
grow legumes to turn under 
so 
that the organic m atter or rotted 
plant m aterial supply will be in­ 
creased and the soil tilth im prov­ 
ed to perm it the storage of mois- 


ture for the corn crop. To do this 
it will be necessary to adopt crop 
rotations including 
legumes. 
It 
may also be necessary on rolling 
land to use some soil conserving 
m easures such as contouring 
or 
terracing before’ a regular 
re­ 
sponse from commercial fertilizer 
can be expected. 
In other words, commercial fer­ 
tilizer purchased at a high price 
cannot be used to make amends 
for poor farm ing practices. 
How­ 
ever, for those farm ers who fol­ 
low a good crop rotation and other 
soil conservation practices, the use 
of commercial fertilizer will us­ 
ually give satisfactory returns. 
Farm ers can probably secure the 
greatest benefit by using fertilizer 
and lime on the small grains, with 
the effect on the corn begin sec­ 
ondary . It is then probable that 
with the better soil 
conditions, 
fertilizer will give more 
regular 
response when applied to 
corn 
than is now evidenced, according 
to George E. Smith, University of 
Missouri, College of Agriculture.

According to Mr. Dewey, “busi­ 
ness has been for seven years the 
scapegoat of this 
administration. 
* * * Business is merely another 
way to spell busyness. 
The op­ 
posite of busyness is idleness. In­ 
stead of attacking idleness to bring 
about busyness, the New Deal at­ 
tacked business and has brought j 
about idleness.” 


SHACKLING BUSINESS 


That is the viewpoint of 
the 
cocksure New 
York 
Prosecutor 
trying to establish his title to be 
seriously considered as a candidate 
for the most important post in the 
world today. Compare that state­ 
ment with the following: 
“Earnings of the first 90 corpor­ 
ations to report for 
the 
initial 
quarter of 1940 were 43 per cent 
greater than for the same period 
last year, an 
Associated 
Press 
compilation disclosed today. 
Net 
income of the group totaled $118,- 
052,000, compared with $82,469,- 
000 in the first three months 
of 
1939. 
‘Excluding the gigantic Amer­ 
ican 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
Company, profits of the remaining 
89 corporations were 68 per cent 
greater than a year ago. 
They 
amounted to $72,004,000, against 
$42,744,000 in the like quarter of 
1939. 
“Eleven steel companies, prin­ 
cipally smaller units, showed first 
quarter net income of $6,328,000, 
more than three times as much as 
the $2,050,000 earned in the first 
three months of 1939.” 
We have it on the same author­ 
ity (the Associated 
Press) 
that 
“retail sales this year may total 
around $40,000,000,000, some trade 
circles predicted today. 
A forty 
billion retail aggregate would rep­ 
resent a gain around 5% per cent 
over the $38,000,000,000 in 
1939 
and would be the best since 1930.” 
In the words of 
the Associated 
Press’s business writer, “the fore­ 
casters figure the national income 
this year may be in the vicinity of

American people than any other 
form of political organization. 
Obviously the c o u r t h o u s e

as well as cost of rehabilitation 
and re-education. 
Much of this 
expense is borne by the tax payer. 
One community found it had 
spent over $10,000 for 
medical 
and nursing care 
of only 
one 
tuberculous family through three 
generations. There are still mem­ 
bers of the same 
family 
under 
public care in that community. 
From the standpoint of econ­ 
omy, every tax payer should be 
interested in the control of tuber­ 
culosis.

T he use of com m ercial fertilizer 
on corn m ay lead to disappoint­ 
m ent if it is put on land w here 
only th e unproductive subsoil re­ 
m ains, or w here th e hum an con­ 
ten t of the soil Is so low th a t all 
the m oisture runs off and none is 
stored io r the grow ing crop. 
On 
m any of these soils som e 
other 
practices m ust be put into o p era­ 
tion before fertilizer will be reg- 
! ularly profitable. 
B efore the m ost profitable and 
consistent response can be o b tain ­ 
ed from fertilizer on thin soils, it 
w ill be necessary to lim e 
and 
grow legum es to tu rn under 
so 
th a t th e organic m a tte r or rotted 
plant m aterial supply w ill be 
in­ 
creased and th e soil tilth im prov­ 
ed to perm it th e storage of m ois­ 


tu re for th e corn crop. 
To do this 
it will be necessary to adopt crop 
rotations including 
legum es.

m ay also be necessary on rolling 
land to use som e soil conserving 
m easures such as contouring 
or 
terracing before 
a regular 
re­ 
sponse from com m ercial fertilizer 
can be expected.

New Prison to 


Hold 600 Convicts 


Jefferson City, April 29.—T ra n s­ 
fer of about 690 convicts from the 
State P enitentiary and some of the 
prison farms to the new $875,000 
auxiliary State prison, eight m iles 
northw est of Jefferson City, now 
is scheduled to begin next m onth, 
a year after the com pletion of the 
main building of the new prison. 
G rover C. Clevenger, director of 
penal institutions and 
chairm an 
of the State Penal Board, said th e 
latest delay had been in the in ­ 
stallation of beds, 
dining 
room 
tables and sim ilar equipm ent, b u t 
that assignm ent of convicts to the 
new institution would begin next 
month. 
Clevenger said the penal board 
now had sufficient em ployes 
to 
provide a trained staff for 
th e 
new prison w hen it Is occupied. 
The type of convicts to be as­ 
signed to the auxiliary prison has 
not been determ ined definitely, it 
was said, but no 
"hard-boiled" 
inm ates will be sent there. W hen 
the prison was built, w ith F ed er­ 
al and State funds, it was planned 
to use it as an outgoing in stitu ­ 
tion. to which would be tran sfe r­ 
red convicts w ith records of good 
behavior, as they approached the 
tim e for discharge. 
P art of th e 
convicts assigned to duty on the 
farms also will be housed 
there. 
The auxiliary prison building, 
with a capacity of betw een 
600 
and 700 convicts, was com pleted 
in April, 1939, except 
for 
in ­ 
stallation of the heating and elec­ 
tric light and pow er plant. C on­ 
troversy w ithin the S tate B uild­ 
ing Commission over w hether th e 
State should m aintain the pow er 
plant or buy pow er from a p riv ate­ 
ly owned utility caused several 
m onths' delay, but installation of 
a State-ow ned plant w’as 
com ­ 
pleted several w eeks ago. 
The prison site is on a 1200-acre 
farm owned by the State. 
Its oc­ 
cupancy will reduce congestion in 
the main penitentiary here. 
T he 
penitentiary population count to ­ 
day was 4102 convicts, of whom 
580 are assigned to duty on the 
prison farm s 
and 
are 
housed 
there.
